Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture 

As  required  of  all  signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  this  notification  of 
foreign  proposed  standards-related  rules  has  been  provided  for  the  information  and 
comment  of  interested  agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical  Office  invites  inquiries 
from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed  regulations  notified  under  this 
heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.

Japan.  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare  has  notified  of  a  proposed 
Amendment  to  the  Standards  and  Specifications  of  Instruments,  Containers  and 
Packages.  The  amendment  plans  to  establish  separate  standards  for 
instruments, +containers  and  packages  made  of  polymethyl  methacrylate,  nylon  or 
polymethylpentene  which  are  to  be  defered  for  sale  or  used  for  business. 

Japan.  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare  has  notified  of  a  proposed 
Amendment  to  the  Standards  and  Specifications  of  Food,  Food  Additives,  etc.  The 
amendment  plans  to  establish  standards  concerning  the  restriction  for  use  of 
propylene  glycol,  natural  coloring  agent,  B-carotene,  sodium  iron  chlorophyllin, 
water  soluble  annatto  and  magnesium  ovide.  The  amendment  also  plans  to  establish 
standards  to  expand  the  coverage  of  application  concerning  the  use  of  aceton  and 
copper  chlorophyll. 

Japan.  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare  has  notified  of  a  proposed 
Amendment  to  the  Standards  and  Specifications  of  Food,  Food  Additives,  etc.  The 
amendment  will  establish  specifications  for  potassium  chloride,  magnesium  oxide  and 
ferric  pyrophosphate.  The  amendment  will  also  revise  the  specifications  for  36 
food  additives,  including  ethyl  acetate,  ion  exchange  resin  and  ester  gum.
